Over a period of 30 years she supported her 
husband’s career by moving some eleven times and five 
countries, at times with extremely minimal warning. Re- 
grettably we only had just over two years of retirement 
before her passing. 

Cathy was a very active and enthusiastic member 
in the early days of Clan Henderson USA while we lived 
on the East Coast. She is survived by her husband of 
almost 36 years, William Scougal Henderson - Past VP 
Clan Henderson USA and our two West Highland White 
terriers, Heather and Hamish.

GENERALLY acknowledged as the father of the 
Scottish folk revival, Hamish Henderson, poet, cul- 
tural and political activist, singer-songwriter and folk- 
lorist, received his initiation into folk studies literally at 
his mother’s knee. 

As he once recalled: "My mother could sing in 
Gaelic, Scots and French - French because she had 
been a nurse in the First World War. One of my 
earliest memories is of her marching through the 
house singing the Marseillaise. At the age of seven, 
I asked her about a song she was singing. We had a 
book of songs in the house. I asked her where that 
song was in the book. She said: ‘Some of the songs 
we sing are not in books.’ That started me off asa 
folklorist and collector." 

Educated as a scholarship pupil at Dulwich Col- 
lege in London and at Cambridge University, where he 
studied languages (and spoke in debates in defence of 
the Spanish Republic), Henderson became a "tempo- 
rary honorary research fellow" at the newly-founded 
School of Scottish Studies at Edinburgh University in 
1951. His work was championed by the renowned col- 
lector Calum MacLean (brother of the poet Sorley), 
and, in 1954, he was offered a permanent post. A na- 
tive Gaelic speaker, he often referred to his Perthshire 
Gaelic proudly, though not without irony, as "tinker 
Gaelic". 

Ironically, sweet revenge was to be his when he 
publicly turned down an OBE award in 1983 in protest 
at the Thatcher government’s nuclear arms policy and 
was, as aresult, voted Scot of the Year by listeners to 
Radio Scotland.

successful attempt to capture New Orleans. Following the 
ended of that war in 1815, the 21*. returned home briefly 
before being sent once again to the West Indies in 1819, 
remaining there until 1827. The regiment drew, in 1832 the 
unpleasant duty of escorting convicts to Australia, where it 
remained until 1833 serving in Tasmania and Western Aus- 
tralia. The next big war for the 21“. was the Crimean War 
(1853-1856) where it gained distinction in the Battles of 
Alma, Inkermann, and the Siege of Sevastopol. The regi- 
ment saw further service in South Africa (1879) before the 
reorganization. 

In 1881, the Childers Re- 
forms restructured British infantry 
regiments into multi-battalion regi- 
ments consisting of two regular and 
two militia battalions. Many units 
were down-sized, disbanded or 
lost their identity, the Scots 
Fusiliers avoided amalgamation 
with other regiments because it 
already had two good sized bat- 
talions. It also became a lowland 
regiment serving the counties of 
Ayrshire, Roxburghshire, 
Selkirkshire, Selkirkshire, 
Dumfriesshire, Kirkudbrightshire, 
and Wigtownshire in southwest 
Scotland. As a lowland regiment, 
alas, they lost both their number- 
ing and their kilts, and became sim- 
ply the Royal Scots Fusiliers, and destined to wear 
Mackenzie tartan trews. The Royal Scots Fusiliers were 
sent soon afterwards to serve in Burma (1885-1887), 
and South Africa during the Boer War (1899-1902). 

In 1914 the unfortunate assassination of an Arch- 
duke in Sarajevo plunged all of Europe into what was 
to be called the Great War (World War I). The Regi-

ment was expanded to 18 battalions and saw service in 
all theaters of that war starting with Mons in 1914, fol- 
lowed by action in almost every battle on the western 
from 1914 to 1918, but mainly in France and Flanders; 
Ypres, The Somme, Arras, and the Hindenberg Line. 
Some of the regiment’s battalions saw action in the 
Balkans (1916 1918), Gallipoli (1915 -1916), Egypt 
(1916-1917), and Palestine (1917-1918). After the war 
the regiment was reduced in size back to its regular two 
battalions, and a couple reserve battalions. The interwar 
period was a period of peace- 
keeping, and return to regular du- 
ties in Britain and the colonies. 
At the beginning of the Sec- 
ond World War (1939 -1945), the 
Royal Scots Fusiliers was again 
called to duty in France, until it had 
to be withdrawn at Dunkirk, los- 
ing some of its troops as POWs. 
ee The early years of the war was a 
. ; w= _ rebuilding of armed forces and 
preparation for invasion of the Eu- 
ropean continent. The Regiment 
took part in the invasion of Sicily 
in 1943 followed by action in Italy 
(1943-1945), and in the invasion 
of Northwest Europe through 
Holland into Germany. Some bat- 
talions were dispatched to Mada- 
gascar and the Middle East as 
early as 1942, others served in Burma (1944-1945). 
After the war, Great Britain lost most of its colonies. 
The regiment performed garrison duties in Britain, Ger- 
many, and Northern Ireland, but called Churchill Bar- 
racks in Ayr, Scotland, home until it was amalgamated 
with the Highland Light Infantry into the Royal Highland 
Fusiliers in January 1959.

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In Search of the 
Henderson Castle & Stone

In the summer of 2014 my sister, Annette 
Henderson Park, her friend Deena Harper, my husband 
Bob McCleskey, and I, Kathleen Henderson 
McCleskey, set off for Scotland. 

When we 
made the decision to 
travel to Scotland, 
like most travelers 
we made a list of 
“must see’s” and 
“must do’s’”. The 
Henderson Castle 
was on the list. We 
completed the usual 
Google search and found some pictures and the approxi- 
mate location of Fordell Castle. We consulted with a 
cousin who had “‘found” the Henderson Stone about its 
estimated location and added it to our list. 

After we arrived in Edinburgh, we armed ourselves 
with the data we had gathered in the States and a map 
and set off to find “the” 
castle. That proved to 
be a bit harder than ex- 
pected. After a couple 
of missteps we drove 
down a road and found 
a building with “our” 
name on it. It does feel 
rather odd going into a 
building and saying, 
“My name is Henderson 
and I am looking for 
Fordell Castle”. After 
several puzzled looks 
and people inquiring 
around the office, a location for said castle was deter- 
mined.

Our journey was far 
from over as we drove 
across Scotland to various 
other sites. We were deter-

hard to find. We stopped at a gas station and asked, 
“Do you know where the Henderson stone is?” The 
young man looked at us like we were a bit daft and said 
“Of course. It is over there”, as he was pointing to a 
road around the next corner. Off we went. We did see 
the MacDonald Massacre Memorial and thought we had 
found the general area. 

After wandering around the monument, over a 
fence, and up and down in someone’s field, again hop- 
ing we were not trespassing too much, we determined 
that we were close but not there yet. Back in the car we 
piled and tried hopefully to approach the location of the 
stone from another direction. We had brought our bin- 
oculars so we could see an area that looked mowed 
down on the other side of the hill. We drove back down 
the hill and onto another road and there it was on our 
left. We noted the sign on the fence and determined yes, 
it was worth whatever risk was being noted. Sure enough Annette 
there was the stone commemorating the massacre at Henderson 
Glencoe in which the Hendersons were victims. The Park 
Hendersons were the body guards for the MacDonalds 
at the time of the massacre. 

Throughout Scotland, especially in the Highlands 
around Inverness, we saw the name “Henderson” on 
jewelry stores, garden shops, and many other places. 
We are determined to go back and explore some more. 
It is a trip worth the time and effort, and it is fun. Even 
when we got off track, we saw some wonderful places 
and met friendly and kind people.

‘What Does a 


Clan Chaplain do? 
[. Frederick Sanford 








Over the past 14 years I’ve been serving as Chap- 
lain of Clan Henderson, and have written a number of 
articles about how my role has been defined. In this ar- 
ticle I’d like to summarize some of the themes and ac- 
tivities I’ve covered through those years. This may also 
give newer members of the clan a glimpse into what a 
clan chaplain can do. My wife and I attend as many 
Highland Games as we can during the year, both locally 
and afar, where I’ve made myself available for counsel 
and conversation. 

My over-all approach has been to avoid any de- 
nominational stance since Clan Henderson contains folks 
of many religious traditions, most Christian but some not. 
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I’ve even been open to 
discuss Celtic spirituality, 
having studied Celtic his- 
tory extensively. The whole scope of Scottish history 
has been a favorite topic of study, including the rich tra- 
dition of the Scottish Reformation from John Knox 
(1540s) to Alexander Henderson (1640s). Roman Ca- 
tholicism has also flourished in Scotland, brought from 
Ireland by monks of the 7" Century. 

One of my duties is to respond to the needs of clan 
members when a death has occurred. I cannot send per- 
sonal notes to all families of course, but do so when a 
“flower of the forest” has been widely known through- 
out the clan, and when enough 
information is known in order to 
be personal. I even was hon- 
ored to be asked this past year 
to lead a short memorial service 
for the unexpected death of the 
Chief of Clan Kennedy. 

The chaplain is usually 
asked to offer mealtime grace at 
clan dinners, and at occasions 
of memorial and wedding vow 
renewals. Two of these occurred 
as you know in 2014 during our 
clan pilgrimage to Scotland, 
when prayers were offered at 
Eilan Munde (Glencoe) and at 
the hand fasting of Mark and 
Sandi Henderson on the island 
of Iona. 

I look forward now to the 
memorial service planned in 
Philadelphia in December (post- 
poned from 2013) at the

Continued from page 21 dence if a fresh referendum was held on the 
country’s constitutional future, a new poll has 
found in The Scotsman newspaper.

Support for staying in the UK is down to 
44 per cent, with 3 per cent undecided. 

It also found that the SNP is on course 
for a sweeping victory in next year’s 
Holyrood election.
